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1. SYG'S REPORT ON THE MIDDLE EAST - 

ALTHOUGH SECURITY COUNCIL CONSULTATIONS UNDER US PRESIDENCY MARCH 
10 PRODUCED GENERAL VIEW OF UNDESIRABILITY OF SC DEBATE ON THE 
SYG'S REPORT ON THE MIDDLE EAST AT THIS TIME, EGYPTIAN 
INSTRUCTIONS ARE TO REQUEST A COUNCIL MEETING THIS WEEK, 

THROUGH NONALIGNED SC MEMBERS. EGYPTIAN AMB MEGUID ONLY A FEW DAYS 
AGO EVIDENCED SOME DISCOMFORT ABOUT A MIDDLE EAST DEBATE (AND 
WAS REPORTED BY MAURITIUS TO BELIEVE SUCH A MEETING UNDESIRABLE), 

BUT EGYPTIANS HAVE NOW EXPLAINED THAT A COUNCIL MEETING ON THE 
SYG'S REPORT IS NECESSARY IN ORDER TO SHOW SOME PROGRESS ON MIDDLE 
EAST AND THEY WOULD BE VULNERABLE TO CRITICISM FROM OTHER ARABS IF 
THEY DID NOT REQUEST MEETING. (SECRETARIAT OFFICIAL RECALLED THAT 
AT THE TIME OF SYG WALDHEIM'S MEETINGS WITH FOREIGN MINISTER 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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FAHMY IN CAIRO LAST MONTH, FAHMY REMAINED INSISTENT ON 
HOLDING AN SC MIDDLE EAST DEBATE IN MARCH.) EGYPTIANS NOW PROPOSE 
THAT THE FIRST OF TWO OR THREE MEETINGS BE HELD MARCH 16 AND 
INDICATED PREFERENCE FOR OUTCOME TO BE CONSENSUS STATEMENT THAT 
WOULD BE SUFFICIENTLY GENERAL TO ATTRACT THE ADHERENCE OF ALL 
COUNCIL MEMBERS. THEY DID INDICATE THE STATEMENT SHOULD NOT BE 
ENTIRELY PROCEDURAL. LIBYANS, THEY SAID, WILL NOT TAKE PART IN 
DEBATE SINCE THEY CONTINUE TO OPPOSE THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. 
PERMANENT AND OTHER SC MEMBERS TOLD US THEY HOPE TO LIMIT 
THEIR STATMENT TO BRIEF, FAIRLY PROCEDURAL REMARKS WITHOUT 
FIREWORKS. EGYPTIANS INDICATED THEY WILL SPONSOR PLO 
PARTICIPATION IN THE DEBATE (THOUGH PLO MAY CHOOSE NOT TO 
SPEAK) IF NO ONE ELSE TAKES ON THIS TASK. (CONFIDENTIAL - 
USUN 745, 750, 754, 763) 

2. RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMMITTEE - 

AT MARCH 14 MEETING, 1976 COMPOSITION OF SANCTIONS COMMITTEE 
ADOPTED PART III ("RECOMMENDATION") OF SECOND SPECIAL REPORT TO THE 
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SECURITY COUNCIL. FOLLOWING SOVIET AND ROMANIAN OBJECTIONS TO 
THE EFFECT THAT THE UK DRAFT RECOMMENDATION DID NOT GO FAR 
ENOUGH, THE COMMITTEE ACCEPTED CERTAIN AMENDMENTS. TIMING FOR THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL CONSIDERATION WILL BE DECIDED DURING INFORMAL 
COUNCIL CONSULTATIONS MARCH 15. IT BECAME CLEAR THAT LIMITING THE 
DEBATE TO TECHNICAL ADOPTION OF THE UK RECOMMENDATION MAY PROVE 
MORE DIFFICULT THAN UK HAD EXPECTED. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE --USUN 762) 


3. CONVERSATION WITH SOVIET AMBASSADOR ON SOUTHERN AFRICA - 

AMB YOUNG OUTLINED BRIEFLY TO SOVIET AMB TROYANOVSKY HIS HOPE 
THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL MIGHT ADOPT A DECLARATION OF GENERAL 
PRINCIPLES ON SOUTHERN AFRICA SOMEWHAT IN THE SPIRIT AND STYLE 
OF THE OAU'S LUSAKA MANIFESTO. HE TOLD HIM HE TALKED WITH 
NIGERIAN PERM REP HARRIMAN ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY OF SUCH A 
STATEMENT IN LIEU OF SEPARATE AFRICAN-SPONSORED RESOLUTIONS IN THE 
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SC. NOTING THAT THE USG APPROVED 12,000 TONS OF FOOD AID FOR 
ANGOLA, YOUNG EXPLAINED USG RATIONALE IS THAT IT IS ESSENTIAL TO 
STABILIZE ANGOLA BECAUSE OF THE INEVITABLE EFFECT OF 
STARVATION, ECONOMIC STAGNATION AND POLITICAL INSTABILITY IN 
ANGOLA ON THE REST OF SOUTHERN AFRICA. HE FELT A DIPLOMATIC 
SOLUTION MUST BE ACHIEVED SWIFTLY AND HOPED TO GET THE SC TO 
MOVE ON NAMIBIA SOON, EVEN THOUGH AFRICANS APPEAR TO WANT TO TAKE 
UP APARTHEID FIRST. TROYANOVSKY SAID HE HAD NOT DISCUSSED THESE 
MATTERS WITH THE AFRICANS YET, AND ASKED SEVERAL QUESTIONS 
CONCERNING LIKELIHOOD THE SOUTH AFRICANS WOULD YIELD ON 
NAMIBIA, PRESSURE ON SOUTH AFRICANS, AND WHETHER THERE WOULD BE 
ARMS EMBARGO. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 759)

4. COMMITTEE OF 24 - NAMIBIA 

THE COMMITTEE COMPLETED CONSIDERATION MARCH 14 OF THE QUESTION OF 
NAMIBIA BY ADOPTING A CONSENSUS REQUESTING THE SECURITY COUNCIL TO 
CONSIDER ALL APPROPRIATE MEASURES UNDER THE CHARTER, INCLUDING 
MANDATORY CHAPTER VII PROVISIONS, TO SECURE SOUTH AFRICA'S 
COMPLIANCE WITH SC DECISIONS. UNDER THE CONSENSUS, THE COMMITTEE 
ALSO EMPHATICALLY DENOUNCED SOUTH AFRICA'S CONTINUING 
OCCUPATION OF NAMIBIA AND STRONGLY CONDEMNED ITS INCREASING 
RESORT TO VIOLENCE AND INTIMIDATION; STRONGLY CONDEMNED THE 
ACTIVITIES OF ALL FOREIGN CORPORATIONS OPERATING IN NAMIBIA UNDER 
SA ADMINISTRATION AND DEMANDED THEY WITHDRAW FORTHWITH; CALLED 
ON ALL STATES TO TERMINATE OR ABSTAIN FROM MILITARY ARRANGEMENTS 
WITH SA IN RESPECT OF NAMIBIA AND PREVENT RECRUITMENT OF 
MERCENARIES; STRONGLY URGED ALL STATES TO REFRAIN FROM ANY 
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RECOGNITION OR COOPERATION WITH ANY AUTHORITY WHICH SAG 
MIGHT SEEK TO INSTALL IN NAMIBIA BY MEANS OF TRIBAL TALKS; 

REAFFIRMED SUPPORT FOR THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA LED BY SWAPO; AND 
STATED THAT SHOULD SAG SEEK TO TRANSFER ANY POWERS TO A PUPPET 
REGIME, THE GA SHOULD MEET IN SPECIAL SESSION TO DETERMINE WHAT 
ACTION MAY BE REQUIRED. 

AFTER ADOPTION OF THE CONSENSUS, HARRY (AUSTRALIA) SAID HIS 
DELEGATION JOINED IN THE CONSENSUS AND OPPOSED SOUTH 
AFRICA'S OCCUPATION AND VIOLATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN NAMIBIA. 
HOWEVER, ALTHOUGH RECOGNIZING SWAPO'S POLITICAL IMPORTANCE, 

OTHER GROUPS SHOULD NOT BE EXCLUDED FROM NEGOTIATIONS. 

AUSTRALIA HOPED SOUTH AFRICA WOULD TAKE ACCOUNT OF THE POSSIBILITY 
OF CHAPTER VII SANCTIONS AND RESPOND TO THE CLEAR INTERNATIONAL 
WILL THAT NAMIBIA BE GIVEN ITS INDEPENDENCE. 

5. REQUEST FOR CHAPTER VII ACTION AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA - 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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IMMEDIATELY AFTER THE COMMITTEE OF 24 MEETING MARCH 14, THE 
ACTING CHAIRMAN TRANSMITTED TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT (US) 

A LETTER QUOTING PARAGRAPHS 6 AND 7 OF THE COMMITTEE'S 
CONSENSUS WHICH CALL FOR CHAPTER VII ACTION AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA, 
INCLUDING MANDATORY ARMS EMBARGO WITHOUT ANY QUALIFICATIONS.

6. GDR VIEWS ON US HUMAN RIGHTS POLICY - 

GDR SECOND SECRETARY KLEINPETER, COMPLAINING ABOUT AMERICAN USE 
OF THE HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUE AS AN INSTRUMENT OF POLICY, WARNED 
THAT IF IT WERE PRESSED AT BELGRADE CSCE REVIEW CONFERENCE THE 
SOCIALIST COUNTRIES ARE PREPARED TO VOICE THEIR VIEWS ON WHAT 
THEY CONSIDER IMPORTANT IN HUMAN RIGHTS, SUCH AS EMPLOYMENT. IF 
DEBATE ON THIS ISSUE CONTINUES IN INTERNATIONAL FORA, HE SAID, 

GDR IS CONCERNED IT WILL ADVERSELY AFFECT NEGOTIATIONS IN SUCH 
FIELDS AS DISARMAMENT AND FOREIGN TRADE. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE -

7. GEOSTATIONARY ORBIT - 

CHAIRMAN WYZNER (POLAND), OF OUTER SPACE LEGAL SUBCOMMITTEE, 

TOLD US COLOMBIA AND GUYANA REQUESTED OBSERVER STATUS AT THE 
SUBCOMMITTEE MEETINGS AND THE OPPORTUNITY TO SPEAK ON THE SUBJECT 
OF THE GEOSTATIONARY ORBIT. HE BELIEVED IT WOULD BE BEST FOR HIM TO 
INDICATE THAT ONLY THE FULL COMMITTEE COULD ACT ON OBSERVER 
STATUS; HOWEVER, THERE WAS NO BASIS FOR TURNING DOWN THE REQUEST 
OF A UN MEMBER STATE TO ADDRESS THE SUBCOMMITTEE. HE SUGGESTED THAT 
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WHEN THE REQUEST IS MADE IN PLENARY, HE ASK WHAT SUBJECT COLOMBIA 
AND GUYANA WANT TO DISCUSS. GEOSTATIONARY ORBIT ISSUE 
COULD PRESUMABLY COME UP ONLY UNDER ITEM ON "DEFINITION AND/OR 
DELIMITATION OF OUTER SPACE," WHICH WOULD BE TAKEN UP LAST

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9. INCIDENTS AT INTOURIST OFFICE AND SOVIET UN EMPLOYEE'S 
RESIDENCE - 

JEWISH DEFENSE LEAGUE IS CLAIMING CREDIT FOR BREAKING LARGE 
PLATE GLASS WINDOW AT INTOURIST OFFICES MARCH 13, CAUSING 
DAMAGE REPORTEDLY AMOUNTING TO MORE THAN $1,000. ACCORDING 
TO POLICE, 30 INDIVIDUALS CHANTING ANTI-SOVIET SLOGANS 
PUSHED ASIDE POLICE OFFICER POSTED IN FRONT OF OFFICES AND 
THREW BRICKS, SMASHING THE WINDOW. EIGHT OF THE INDIVIDUALS 
WERE ARRESTED. SHORTLY THEREAFTER JDL CALLED NEWS SERVICES 
STATING THEY WERE PROTESTING JEWS NOT BEING ALLOWED TO 
LEAVE SOVIET UNION. ALSO ON MARCH 13, SOVIET MISSION REPORTED 
THAT A WINDOW HAD BEEN BROKEN AND WINDOW FRAME DENTED

AT THE UN. ALTHOUGH NO FOREIGN OBJECT WAS FOUND IN THE ROOM, 
POLICE BELIEVE THE OBJECT WHICH CAUSED THE DAMAGE COULD

10. UN CHARTER REVIEW - 

AFTER PROLONGED BUT FRUITLESS EFFORT TO FIND A COMPROMISE, 

THE COMMITTEE LATE MARCH 1 1, AT ALGERIA'S INSISTENCE, VOTED 
30-8(BELGIUM, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, FRANCE, GDR, POLAND, USSR, 

UK, US)-5(FINLAND, FRG, GHANA, PAKISTAN, TURKEY) WITH GUYANA, 
IRAQ, NEPAL AND RWANDA ABSENT, TO ANNEX TO ITS REPORT MEXICAN 
LIST (L.12) AND ITALY-SPAIN PAPER (L.15). COMMITTEE 
REPORT WAS THEN ADOPTED, 31-4(BLOC)-2(FINLAND, FRG), WITH 
BELGIUM, FRANCE, UK AND US NOT PARTICIPATING. 

11. COMMITTEE ON INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM - 
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THE COMMITTEE, AT BRIEF MEETING MARCH 14, DEFERRED OVERNIGHT 
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ELECTION OF OFFICERS, PENDING FURTHER INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS. 

IN OPENING THE SESSION, UN LEGAL COUNSEL SUY REPORTED THAT 
ONLY ONE MEMBER STATE - DEMOCRATIC YEMEN - HAD THUS FAR 
SUBMITTED ITS OBSERVATIONS AS REQUESTED UNDER THE 1976 
GA RESOLUTION. HE CALLED FOR SERIOUS CONSIDERATION OF THE 
ITEM AND SAID THAT ALTHOUGH PROBLEM OF TERRORISM IS COMPLEX, 

HE BELIEVED PROGRESS WAS POSSIBLE. (USUN 758) 

12. CONSEQUENCE OF ARMS RACE - 

THE GROUP OF CONSULTANT EXPERTS APPOINTED BY THE SYG TO 
ASSIST HIM IN UPDATING THE REPORT ENTITLED "ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL CONSEQUENCES OF THE ARMS RACE AND MILITARY EXPENDITURES" 
CONCLUDED TWO-WEEK SESSION MARCH 1 1 AFTER AGREEING ON THE MAIN 
CONTENT OF THE DRAFT REPORT. THE GROUP WILL MEET FOR ITS 
THIRD AND LAST SESSION THIS SUMMER IN GENEVA TO FINALIZE 
THE REPORT AND TRANSMIT IT TO THE SYG. 

13. SUBCOMMITTEE FOR 1978 WORLD CONFERENCE TO COMBAT RACISM - 

THE 23-MEMBER SUBCOMMITTEE BEGAN ITS FIRST SESSION MARCH 14 
BY ELECTING GEORGE (NIGERIA) AS CHAIRMAN, AND IANKOWITSCH 
(AUSTRIA), CHAVEZ (GRENADA) AND AL-HUSSAMY (SYRIA) AS 
VICE CHAIRMEN. THE SUBCOMMITTEE HAS BEFORE IT A SEC- 
RETARIAT PAPER GIVING POINTS FOR INCLUSION IN THE PROVISIONAL 
AGENDA OF THE CONFERENCE AS WELL AS DRAFT PROVISIONAL RULES 
OF PROCEDURE. IN OPENING STATEMENT, DEPUTY DIRECTOR OF 
THE HUMAN RIGHTS DIVISION, SANON, NOTED INTER ALIA THAT 
GHANA HAD HAD TO WITHDRAW ITS PREVIOUS OFFER TO HOST THE 
CONFERENCE. 

14. APARTHEID COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN S MESSAGE TO IUEF - 

CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN (NIGERIA), OF THE COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID, 
SENT A MESSAGE TO THE INTERNATIONAL UNIVERSITY EXCHANGE 
FUND (IUEF), GENEVA, COMMENDING IT FOR INITIATING - IN 
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COOPERATION WITH THE APARTHEID COMMITTEE AND THE CENTER 
AGAINST APARTHEID - A NEWSLETTER TO BE CIRCULATED TO YOUTH
